CLARAFICATION OF TRANSFER CREDITS 


Mr. Cook wishes to call attention to the following points concerning 
inquiries which have been made about the regulations on transferring courses. 


l. In clarafication of the regulation that appesrs in the current bulletin, 

all those students whose names are on our records previous to 1960, and who 

plan to take the M.A. degree at Middlebury, may transfer a maxizum of 10 credits. 
Those students who are beginning their work for the M.A. degree in 1960 cannot 
transfer more than 6 credits, except in very unusual circumstances and only 
after written permission has been granted by the Director. 


2. In the future any student who plans to transfer credits toward the M.A. 
degree at Middlebury, must have written permission from the Director before 
attempting courses in another institution. This regulation will be strictly 
enforced. Credits in courses already taken in another institution which students 
wish to transfer, must be approved by the Director before they can be 

applied to the M.A. degree. 


3. All candidates for the M.A. degree should be reminded that effective with 
students who started their graduate work after 1956, graduate credits earned 
at Middlebury College expire after 10 years. 


4. All students who wish to apply credits earned at Middlebury toward advanced 
degrees elsewhere should clear both courses and credits to be taken at the 
English School with the deal of the graduate school in institution where the 
degree is being sought. 


5. All students are reminded that applications for admission to the English 
School must be made freshly each year. There is absolutely no tacit under- 
standing that once admitted a student will be readmitted. Later in the session 
appl: cation forms for next year will be available in the Secretary's office, 
and a notice will appear in the "Crumb."

John Crowe Ransom, distinguished poet, critic and teacher, will read 
from his poems and comment on poetry in general this evening at 8:15 in the 
Little Theater. 


Mr. Ransom taught at Bread Loaf School of English in the early 1940's, 
and has had a most successful teaching career at both Vanderbilt Universi ty 
and Kenyon College. Until recently he has edited the Kenyon Review and over 
the years he has published several notable volumes of poetry, including 
Poems About God, Chills and Fever, and Two Gentlemen in Bonds. His prose 
publications include God Without Thunder, The World's Body, and The New 
Criticism. In 1955 a selection of his poems and essays (edited and arranged 
by the author) was issued in the Vintage Books. He has prepared a selection 
of Hardy's poezs to be published by the Macmillan Company in the fall. 
The introduction tcthis volume appears in the summer issue of the Kenyon Review. 


In 1951 Mr. Ransom was awarded the Bollingen Prize for Poetry and he 
has also received the Russell Loines Memorial Fund Prize from the National 
Institute of Arts and Letters. Mr. Ransom once referred to himself as having 
done "a long turn as a schoolmaster of poetry." But there is nothing 
didactic about his schoolmastery. 


We welcome him back to Bread Loaf as one of the skillful masters in 
the field of both poetry and prose.
